location reference code and a second location reference code assigned by a traffic message 
supplier, wherein said first location reference code indicates where said traffic condition 
begins and said second location reference code indicates where said traffic condition ends; 
transmitting said traffic messages representing said traffic conditions, each of said traffic 
messages include said first location reference code and said second location reference code 
of said traffic condition. 
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
